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1. Q& 21-22 July 1952 a conference of Bulgarian political refugees in Yugoslavia 


took place at the Communal Theater in Nis. Delegates from Macedonia, Serbia, 
and former members of the Refugee Committee of Belgrade and Skoplje took part. 


2. At the conference, Bulgarian refugees were forcefully united by the UDB into 
the Union of Bulgarian Political Refugees in Yugoslavia. All refugees regard- 
less of political background are eligible to belong. The organization will be 
directed by a committee which was élécted at this conference and consists of 
35 members and a control commission of 7 mémbers,

The Yugoslav government 
is giving every ‘refugee worker and child 3,000 dinars a month, while the old 
and: siek receive 5,000 dinars a month, The delegates to the Nis Conference 
were given second class rail tickets by the government, and authorization to 
eat-and sleep gratis.

Western Governments are’ doing their best to keep the Bulgarians disunited. 
The Yugoslav government; he said, will give the Bulgarians the opportunity to 
free their brothers and not to become the victims of a "divide and conquer! 
policy and become cannon fodder. 


The Sérb representative was asked why the Yugoslav authorities had not allowed 
the refugees to come in contact with the president of the Bulgarian National 
Committee, and secretary genéral of the Bulgarian Agrarian Party, Georgi M. 
Dimitrov,. The Serb representative answered that contact with Dimitrov had not 
been allowed becausée’he is an American agent and, if the committees were 
allowed this contact, they would go to the West to work for the imperialists. 
The statutes adopted by the committee and the program for the future are such 
that the UDB will gontrol thé organization's actions, and will force the 
emigrants to. work for it. The UDB will not, however, be successful in this

easatias of “candidat es for the Nis Conference took place at preparatory 


meetings: in various Yugoslav locations. Selection of delegates from the Nis 
region took place toward the end of June, for Belgrade on 2 July, and for 
Becez: and its environs between l) and 10, July. . Forty delegates, members of 
the Bulgarian National Committee (BNC), were elected from the Bratstvo 
Edinstvo (Brotherhood and Unity) Agrarian Group at Stari Becej. Sixteen 
delegates, members of the RNC, were elected from the Biserno Ostriovo Group 
at Stari Becej.*. Eight delegates, six of whom are ENC members, were elected 


. from Bolosinovo, Ten delegates, eight of whom are BNC members, were elected from 


Pastuhovska ‘Startiza (sic). Four delegates, three of whom are BVC members, 
were elected from Esero (sic). One delegate was elected for every three 
refugees...” 


The conference was dominated by the UDB to assure that nothing unfavorable 

took place concerning the Yugoslav government. Members of the UDB from Negotin, 
Kiaciar; Nis; Knjazevac, Pirot; Dimitrovgrad, Bosiljgrad, Leskovac and Aleksinac 
were present, Before the meeting began, the UDB advised the delegates that they 
had better conform or they would end up in jail. At first the candidates were 


_ going to protest, but being interested in remaining in Yugoslavia, they followed 


the advice, The delegates wanted to suggest that a union be formed with 
refugees in the West, but the UDB had prohibited discussion of this mattery. 


. AS a result, the delegates Showed" little interest. in. the meeting. Qn the 


whole: the delegates were well treated: ‘The following-pérsons spoke on the sub- 
jeéts- bited g: Ivan Javatkov, political terror in Bulgaria; Radoi. Spasovy. the

Twenty-eight other jasper also spoke.on the union of refugees and the 
improvement of the national cultural organization. No one spoke against 
Bulgarian organizations or leaders’in the West. The statutes, program and 
resolution were accepted in a lump, The delegates were afraid to state their 
true feelings. The meeting ended quietly to the satisfaction of the Yugoslav 
authorities. It is obvious that the UDB can exploit the refugees to collect 
intelligence on Bulgaria,
